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'  A  meeting  of  Public  School  Teachers,  favourable  to  the  return  of  Profe>>ir 
Goldwin  Smith  iis  their  representative  in  the  Council  of  Public  Instruction,  wa» 
held  in  the  Mechanics'  Institute,  Toronto,  on  Saturday,  July  18th,  the  day  after 
the  DelegJite.s'  Convention. 

'The  foregoinj,'  Centnil  Conmiittee  was  app<>inte<l  by  the  meeting  to  pro- 
mote by  every  legitimate  means  the  election  of  Mr.  Smith.  It  at  once  proct*ile«l 
to  busines.s,  and  amongst  other  things  passe<.l  the  following  rcs<.>lution  : — 

"  That  this  meeting  considers  it  desirable  that  printe<l  CircuUrs  be  issue<l 
''  giving  such  information  ils  may  be  deeme<l  nece-s-sarj'  by  the  Committee  to 
"  secure  the  election  of  Professor  Goldwin  Smith."  1 

In  accordance  with  this,  the  present  pamphlet  bus  been  pr«pare<L  The] 
duty  to  be  j>»Tforme<l  wiut  too  im|K>rtant  a  one,  and  the  dignity  of  the  Profession 
t^oo  much  concerned,  to  |>«rmit  anything  but  matters  relevant  to  the  issue  l>efore 
the  teachers,  or  anything  appn>aching  the  .scurrilous  style  of  the  npp>ooing  C*ndi- 
date  to  be  intrtxhicoL  In  speaking  of  that  Ciindidate,  no  att-mpt  ha.s  H«— n  f!>H.I.» 
cither  to  extenuate  anything,  or  to  seL  down  aught  in  malice 
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Fellow  Teachers, — As  in  a  few  days  we  sh.-ill  exercise  one  of  the  most  imptirtant  prin- 
•  1  yet  conferred  upon  us  83  a  body — that  of  electing  a  gentleman  to  represent  us  at  the 
'  iin.il  of  Public  Fnsfniction — we,  a  committee  appointed  by  the  Delegates  who  supported  onu 
iT  the  Candidates  at  the  Convention  held  in  Toronto  on  the  17th  Jidy,  deem  it  necessary  that 
you  should  have  sufticient  knowledge  of  the  two  candidates,  Professor  Goldwin  Smith  and  Dr. 
Smgstcr,  to  guide  you  in  casting  au  intelligent  vote,  and  we  think  this  especially  necessary, 
owing  to  the  means  adopted  by  the  hiat-named  candidate  to  bring  liiuiself  before  you  in  that 
capacity.  Mr.  Smith  accepted  the  nominatii>n  while  absent  in  England,  and  ignorant  of  the 
revelations  that  were  being  made  ab<iut  Dr.  Sangster  and  his  past  doings.  Had  he  known  these, 
it  is  to  be  feared  his  self-respect  would  nut  have  permitted  him  to  enter  the  fu'ld  as  the  rival  to 
such  a  candidate,  but  seeing  he  hail  allowed  his  name  to  be  u.ied  by  his  supporters,  he  is  a  man 
of  too  chivalrous  and  honournlde  a  character  not  to  go  through  with  the  contest.  And  here  let  it 
be  said,  it  is  not  to  satisfy  any  ambition  that  he  seeks  to  be  our  representative,  for  that  doubt- 
leis  might  have  been  gratified  ere  this,  but  it  is  purely  fnim  the  desire  which,  as  a  fellow-citizen, 
h**  entertains,  that,  as  the  re|ire!«enlative  of  such  an  important  body  as  ourselves,  he  tni;;ht  em- 
ploy part  of  his  extensive  leisure  usefully,  in  furthering  the  interests  of  education,  which  have 
|jad  his  life-long  devotion,  and  in  advancing  those  of  the  teachers  of  the  country. 

A  FEW  FACTS  CONCERNING  MR.  SMITH. 
Cioldwin  Smith  is  the  son  of  an  English  physician  ;  he  receive<l  hia  early  training  at  Eton, 
■vlifnoo  he  proceeiled  to  OxfonI,  where  his  career  was  unusually  brilliant,  oqu.'xUeil  only  by  that 
•if  Ixjrd  Selbome  (Sir  Roundell  Palmer),  Lonl  Chancellor  of  England  uniler  the  Gladstone 
.^Iinist^y.  He  was  calle<l  to  the  bar  of  Lincoln's  Inn.  Was  Secretary  t<>  the  Oxford  Commission 
nhich  was  instruu\ental  in  o|>enii^(  the  rich  ondowmenta  of  that  ancient  University  to  public 
cvmpetition — the  first  ifTent  8t»p  to  popularirj)  University  otltication  in  England,  and  to  make  ita 
training  more  extensive  and  thorough.  In  Irt58  he  became  a  member  of  the  Popular  Educ«tiori 
Commission  in  Euf^land,  which  »<<nt  out  Mr.  Eraser,  now  the  cnenfetic  Bishop  <•!  Manchester, 
»«  AssistAnt  Comuiissioner  Ui  examine  the  Educational  Systems  of  .\merica.  Many  t«achers  still 
ri'inember  with  pleasure  the  speech  of  thi»  f(untl<-iuan  at  onx  of  the  Conventions  of  the  Teacher*' 
Avviciatlon,  ancl  the  favourable  impnmision  he  creatod.  That  conimistion  did  valu.ibU  tenric* 
m  prepanng  the  public  mind  in  England  for  a  plan  of  Public  School  Education  apprr>nchin< 
■•ur  own  in  character.  So  highly  were  Mr.  Smith's  abilities  and  siugleneas  of  purptwc  appre- 
iiate-l,  that  a  Government  to  which  ho  w«  a  consistent  opp<ment,  not  only  ontrustml  him.  with 
the  duties  of  a  Commisai(mer,  but,  about  the  same  time,  olTcretl  him  the  Profeaavrahip  oC 
Mixlem  History  at  Oxford,  which  he  aoceptwl.  The  duties  of  this  chair  he  cuiilinued  to  fulfil 
i:itil  186C,  when  he  resigned.  He  was  sub<M<iuently  elected'  to  the  chair  uf  Coaalitutiunal 
History  in  Cornell   University,   and  still  sjMnds  a  few    weeks  every   year   in   lecturing  thcrv. 
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without  fe«  or  reward,  beyond  the  8atisf:iction  of  givinx  a  helping  liand  t<.  a  seat  of  learning  that, 
ia  trying  the  unique  and  laudable  experiment  of  making  ment^d  culture  go  liand  in  hand  vrith 
industrial  training. 

His  residence  is,  aud  h.is  been  for  8.juie  years  past,  near  Toronto.  Ho  now  reganLi  himsrlf  ; 
as  a  Canatliau,  and  takes  a  lively  interest  in  the  affairs  of  the  country,  as  his  article*  in  th 
Caikuii....  iLmihhj,  on  Current  Events,  &c.,  show.  A\'hen  in  Enghiud,  during  the  past  winter, 
he  availed  himself  of  every  occasion  to  place  his  ailopted  country  aud  her  people  fairly  before  the 
English  public.  He  removed  misconceptions,  and  exerted  himself  in  other  ways  to  promote  her 
interests.  He  is  not  a  man  of  Umited  sympathies,  nor  of  narrow  ide^is.  He  U  aa  much  at  home 
in  nominating  a  candidate  for  the  Torr.nto  City  CouncQ,  as  in  supporting  the  claims  of  an  aspir- 
ant to  ft  seat  in  the  British  Parliament.  He  U  a  profound  scholar,  and  as  an  author  his 
writings  are  characterized  by  great  extent  and  accuracy  of  infonnation,  and  the  lofty 
and  refined  sentiinenU  of  an  upright  Christian  gentleman.  His  chief  works  are,  "  Lec- 
tures on  the  Study  of  History,"  "Irish  History  and  the  Irish  Character,"  "Three 
English  SUtesmen,  Pjm,  Cromwell,  and  Pitt,"  in  addition  to  which '  he  has  been  a 
frequeut  contributor  t..  the  periodical  press,  on  almost  every  subject  that  engages  public 
attention  ;  his  original  and  active  mind  often  bringing  liim  to  the  front  as  a  leader  of  public 
opinion.  He  is  independent  in  fomting  his  opinions,  and  fearless  in  expressing  them— 
whatever  he  thinks  right  for  the  good  of  the  community  he  boldly  pursues.  His  influence  is  s.. 
general  that  it  is  felt  even  in  the  councils  of  our  country.  Ho  has  an  extensive  kno»Ie<lge  of 
the  School  Systems  of  both  England  and  .Vmerica.  Above  all,  /i«  u  a  man  o/tiiMemuJuJ  chanicl*^ 
He  is  ([uite  free  from  any  pledges — he  hxs  »io  attachmenl  to  tht  Edwtitiv>i<U  Deparim^nl  to  dn-i 
hi*  action  or  clcnul  his  jwljmott,  he  hat  no  axrs  fo  grind,  )io  Insoin  /inrn-h  to  serve,  awl  no  enmt- 
tiei  to  gratify.  Enough  has  been  stated  to  show  what  a  valuable  man  I'mfessor  Crt)ldwin  Smith 
would  be  as  our  represenUtive  in  the  Council  of  Public  Instruction.  The  attitude  he  has  taken 
in  this  contest  as  exliibite<l  by  the  following  letters  shows  how  safely  he  can  be  relied  on  to  re- 
present u»  faithfully,  and  is  of  itself  enough  to  ens»ire  his  return  :—

I  accepted  the  invitation  l>e<-aiis^  I  tvas  sc'osib'.e  of  th« 
honour  done  me.  an<l  because  I  hoM,  as  a  general  principle,  that  un<Ier  the  clectiou  system  it  is  a  ouui's 
duty  not  to  ilraw  back  when  c.illeil  upon  ;  but  if  he  feels  capable  in  any  way  of  s«r\-ing  the  public,  to 
phice  himself  at  the  disposal  of  his  leUow-citizetts. 

"  The  circumstances  which  have  imparted  so  painful  a  character  to  the  present  contest  occurred 
hi'fore  I  had  settled  in  this  country  ;  I  am  not  personally  cognizant  of  them  ;  ami  it  would  be  entirely 
beyond  the  line  of  my  duty,  as  well  as  at  variance  with  my  inclinations,  to  take  any  part  in  the  con- 
troversy to  which  they  have  given  rise.

THE  ANTECEDENTS  OF  DR.  SANGSTER. 

The  other  camlidnte  for  oursiifTrnge  is  Dr.  Snngster.  lie  is  a  native  of  London,  EngLuid, 
but  has  been  amongst  iis  in  Canada  since  his  childhixMl.  He  was  tniine»l  at  the  Normal  School  ; 
he  afterwards  t.iiight  in  the  Model  .Sch<Md  for  several  years,  then  took  char„'e  of  the  Hamilton 
Central  School,  from  which  he  w.ts  pnunotetl  to  be  a&sistant-ni.-kster  in  the  Nontal  .School  ;  and 
oil  the  de.ith  of  ^Ir.  Kobert.son,  he  became  liend-niaster  of  that  Institution,  a  p<>sition  which  he 
retained  till  1.S71.  While  in  the  Normal  Schtxil,  he  wrote  »  niinilwr  of  text-books  that  were 
largely  used. 

.As  early  .-w  the  year  \Afi7  nimours  became  current  that  impute*!  to  Dr.  Sangster  improp«r 
and  unbecoiiiing  behaviotir  to  young  ladies  under  his  charge.  These  grew  more  gener^  .ind 
jx'Ptist^nt,  until  they  reached  the  ears  of  the  Council,  which,  however,  p.iid  little  reg.ard  to 
them.  At  length  his  crmduct  fowanls  a  particular  young  l.vly  attrv-te<l  such  unifersal  atten- 
tion and  remark,  that  he  found  it  necesaarj'  to  resign  his  jiosition  in  1871.  His  pamphlet  and 
letters  will  supply  us  with  abundant  materials  for  wh.ilever  else  we  may  find  iieceaaary  to  s»y 
about  him. 

DR.  SANGSTER  AS  OUR  "  FELLOW-TEACHER. ' 

If  Dr.  Sangster  is  our  fellow-teacher,  then,  bylaw,  he  is  ineligible  to  represent  us,  and  if 
he  ia  not  our  fellow-teacher  he  merely  usen  the  term  fo  catch  a  few  stray  votes.  It  may  be  s.v<I 
he  was  our  fellow-teacher  in  times  past  ;  but  let  us  see  to  what  extent  he  waa.  A  good  many  o( 
th*  changes  that  hare  been  aco>niplishe<l  fi>r  the  lienefit  of  the  pn'feswion  .and  the  adTuno-nieiit 
of  •<Iucntion  orii{inate<l  in  the  ditcussious,  and  from  the  efforts  of  the  Ontario  Te-v:hcr»'  .\s».via- 
tion.  Its  meetings  have  be«'n  hebl,  with  one  exception,  in  Tort^nto,  where  he  lived  and  taught, 
and  have  been  attenibnl  by  rarious  gentlemen  who,  though  not  "  fellow-te.vrhers,"  to«ik  a  deep 
interest  in  e<lucation  ;  but  for  th»  jvut  ten  yean  Dr.  San;.,iiler  has  never  lent  a  helping  hand  to 
push  on  the  work  in  which  we  have  been  eng.ige<l  ;  he  ha*  never  piven  those  meetini^  the  sanc- 
tion eren  of  his  presence  Ha<l  he  given  his  aid  when,  from  his  position  as  master  in  th* 
Normal  8chool,  it  would  hare  been  roliiable,  the  benefita  we  are  now  enjoyin;,  and  in  which 
h«  wiahes  to  partidpata  in  a  manner' that  reminds  ua  of  the  ttnty  of  the  jackal  and  tho  littn. 
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would  have  be«n  sooner  obtained,  and  otliers,  lliat  we  liave  «tiU  to  battle  for,  would  have  been 
nearer  realization.  At  tlie  first  meeting  of  this  Associatiou,  held  in  tlie  Toronto  Court-Imuse 
Dr.  Saii>;Rter  «as  present,  ami  wa.s  askedj  and  even  urged,  to  accejit  a  position  on  the  directo- 
rate, but  be  f  teadilj-  refused,  his  reason  possibly  being  prompted  by  the  sauie  feeling  that  madtr 
Sataji  exclaim  : 

"  Better  tn  reign  in  hell  than  serve  in  Leaven." 
From  what  we  have  obserAed  of  Dr.  Sangsfer's  career,  his  principle  seems  U,  have  l>etn  to 
engage  in  no  umlertaking  that  was  not  of  jiecuniary  benefit  to  himself.  .=M1  liig  effort*  in  con- 
nection with  education  have  Wen  made  with  a  view  to  making  money  ;  and  are  we  to  suptH>se 
therefore,  that  he  has  been  si^jnuing  the  past  year  i>eranibulating  the  country,  i,'iving  lecturer 
on  educatio)!,  Ac,  from  pure  devotion  to  the  profession  !  He  may  tell  that  to  the  marines, 
but  the  teachers  of  Ontario,  who  know  bim,  are  not  so  piUible  as  to  believe  it.  We  are  not 
enough  in  the  secrets  to  give  a  detailed  history  of  these  i>eregriiiations,  but  we  can  mention  a 
few  incidents  which  it  would  require  but  little  imagination  to  make  a  verj-  pretty  slorj-  of 
(1.)  Dr.  Sangster  had  a  ineelinu  of  insiiect4jni,  and  others  in  his  confidence,  dunng  our  last  vear V 
Convention.  (2.)  At  ita  last  sitting  ceitaiu  insiiectors  tried  to  foist  upon  the  nieetin;'  a  resolu 
tion,  intended  to  render  nuyatorj-  one  passed  by  the  public  school  teachers  on  a  previous  day 
having  reference  to  teachers' institutes.  The  ins]>ector»'  resolution  had  j.articular  reference  t< 
the  ap|)ointment  of  some  «>iic  jHrrson  t.o  conduct  them.  It  was  only  by  persistent  watchfulne)-- 
on  our  part  tliat  this  resolution  was  prevented  from  getting  the  sanction  of  the  Association 
(3.)  We  next  luid  Dr.  Sangster  holding  these  institutes  tlimugbout  the  couutrj',  under  tli- 
auspices  of  some  of  the  insi>ectors.  (4.)  The  crowning  event  is  his  coming  out  as  a  candidal > 
for  the  Council  of  Public  Instructiou.  As  a  subsidiarj-  fact,  we  may  mention  tliat  during  thi 
past  year  ren)arkable  changes  ha>e  taken  place  in  the  breasts  of  s<ime  insiiectors  towanls  hini,  on^ 
of  the  most  remarkable  lieing  the  cise  of  an  insi>ector  who,  twelve  months  ago,  was  not  on  Bi»eakiu.; 
terms  with  the  doctor,  and  forgood  reasons  too,  but  is  now  hand  in  glove  witli  him.  We  have  hearo 
come  explanations  of  these  changes,  and  of  the  Wnefits  the  doct«ir  himself  hojies  to  derive  fron 
his  own  etTorti  as  an  educational  missionary  ;  though  they  are  not  of  a  romantic  nature,  thc\ 
may  help  to  gild  the  storj-,  and  we  shall  give  them.  One  man,  who  is  a  dab  at  mathematics,  l^ 
to  get  a  situation  to  suit  his  tastes  in  the  new  Normal  School ;  another  is  to  have  the  othce  of 

English  master  bestowed  U|Kin  him,  and ;  but  we  will  not  harrow  the  doc-tor's  feelings  furthc: 

by  the  melancholys|iectdclc  of  some  of  his  "  fellow-teachers"  retailing  such  st/iries  against  amai, 
of  such  immaculate  princiiiles,  and  of  such  a  lofty  mind.  We  will  rather  bend  our  heads  ii. 
shame.  Jiut  we  cannot  refrain  from  lifting  tliera  again   to  s.'ty,  that  insinuations  havi 

actually  l>cen  tlirown  out,  and  even  statements  made,  that  he,  who  has  exerted  himself  on  ou; 
behalf  in  such  a  disinterested  manner  during  the  past  year,  intends  to  have  the  principalshi] 
of  one  of  the  new  Normal  Scho<jls,  or,  or — oh,  tell  it  not  in  Gath,  publish  it  not  in  the  sfreei- 
ofAskelon — intends  to  step  into  the  Chief  Sui^erintendent's  shoes.  How  can  any  one  lie  ►■ 
wicked  as  to  suspect  him  of  rewarding  himself  by  liM>kir.g  that  way  ?  Granted  that  he  is  an  in 
(«nsely  selfish  man,  a.s  his  ]>;imphlet  shows  him  to  lie,  even  t')  the  extent  of  sacrificing  tlif  ha] 

Ciness  of  his  children  to  gnitify  his  own  wishes,  has  he  not  lieen  travelling  the  length  aii' 
readtli  of  the  land  giving  lectures  on  our  behalf  without  money  and  without  price  /  Has  In 
not  denied,  too,  in  his  jiamphh't,  that  he  promised  any  such  bribes,  tliough  Sliakes[>eare  whisjier- 
a  mischievous  reply,  that,  with  a  little  alteration,  we  cannot  refrain  from  giving  : 

' '  Have  yoo  not  heard  it  said  full  oft, — 
The  doctor's  nay  does  stand  for  nought." 

Why  should  wo  regard  him,  as  Dickens  descriltes  Mrs.  Todger»,  with  one  eye  lieaming  witli  affec 
tion  on  his  friends,  and  calculation  shining  out  of  the  other  1  Fellow-teadiers,  Uic  only  aiiswe: 
we  can  give  is,  that  we  arc  wilful  enough  not  to  l>e  led  by  the  noae  aa  aasea  arc,  and  thai  we  viev 
things  aa  they  ap|*ear  to  us,  not  as  ho  represents  them. 

THE  LEGAL  ASPECT  OF  DR.  SANGSTER*S  CASE. 

Dr.  !<ang»terat  first  declaml  his  purpose  of  getting  an  English  divorce  from  his  wife — evi : 
to  the  extent  of  s]>ending  his  last  shilling  in  so  doing  ;  but  we  are  led  to  infer  from  his  ]4inipl) 
let,  the  native  hue  of  this  virtuous  r\-*olution  waa  sicklied  over  with  the  thought  of  the  money  i: 
would  cost,  and  he  adopted  the  dieaiier  and  far  speedier  method  of  procuring  a  divorce  in  th. 
Sut<^. 

On  |>a|(c  eleven  of  the  pani|dilet,  in  Sir   Carter's  legal  opinion,  the  following  wonls.  put  :• 
capitals,  occur  :  — "  I  wr>uld  say  that  a  second  marriage,  after  divorce   obtained  m  a  fon 
"  bun.-d,  either  in  Englaml,  Canaila,  or  the  l'nite<l   States,  oiuM  not  )•<•  hdd  invslid  an.i

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The  divorcu  was  obtained  in  Illinois,  in  July,  1870,  while  Dr.  Sangster  h:i<l  his  reiiileuco  in 
CaiLuli.  liy  the  law  of  Illinois  a  divorce  may  bo  granted  for  any  cause  which  the  court  ia  its 
diicretion  may  deem  fit,  but  the  cunipl'iitMiU  must  have  resided  in  the  State  for  one  year  la.»t 
preceding  the  tiling  of  the  jietitiim.  Dr.  Sanyster  tacitly  acknowleil^'es  the  correctiirw  of  this 
statement  of  the  law  of  Illinois  in  iiis  letter  to  the -Uio'  of  July  14,  by  ^ayiiii;— "  The  fact  is 
"  that  where  the  oflences  cuinplained  of  have  ari.ien  within  the  state,  no  such  year's  residence  is 
"  reipiired." 

His  himentable  want  of  struij^htforwardness  in  dealin;*  with  this  unfortunate  divorce  we 
shall  8pe;ik  of  elsewhere,  and  we  shall  view  it  as  it  has  turned  out  to  be,  a  divorce  obtained  by 
his  wife. 

>"ow  the  Illinois  law  demands  that  the  complainant  must  reside  a  year  within  the  Srat*,  or 
that  the  offence  must  be  committe<l  within  the  State  before  a  divorce  can  be  issued.  But 
the  complainant  in  this  case,  ti>  wit,  Mrs.  Sanspter,  has  never  been  pn.ved  to  have  lived  a  year 
in  the  State  of  Illinois  before  her  divorce,  and  even  if  she  had,  the  divorce  would  not  be  \-alid, 
88,  by  law,  her  place  of  residence  is  wherever  her  husband's  is,  and  Dr.  Saiigst*!r,  for  the  y«:ar  pre- 
vious to  July,  1870,  was  constant  in  the  performance  of  his  duties  at  the  Normal  Scho-jl,  his  pLice 
of  residence  wiis  Yorkville,  and  he  has  given  no  evidence  that  he  was  even  once  out  of  the  city 
during  that  period.  If  the  offences  complained  of  were  committeil  within  the  State,  by  whom 
were  they  committed  ?  certainly  not  by  l>r.  Sangster  nor  his  wife,  for  neither  of  them,  &■■  far  as 
we  are  yet  informed,  hail  been  there  to  commit  the  oflences  previous  to  the  issue  of  the  divorce. 
Dr.  Sangster  complains  in  his  pamphlet  of  the  difficulty  of  proving  a  negative,  but  here  is  a  very 
important  positive  that  he  hiia  never  attempted  to  pn^ve.  From  all  that  has  been  stated,  we  are, 
in  all  Siidiiess,  reduce<l  most  unwillingly  to  the  inexorable  conclusions,  that  the  divorce  was  ob- 
tained by  improper  means,  that  it  is  of  no  legal  value  whatever,  and  that,  therefore,  to  u*e  Mr. 
Carter's  own  words,  "  the  second  iiiarri.age  is  invalid  and  felonious,  as  it  has  been  shown  that 
"  the  divorce  is  void  even  in  the  fureign  jurisdiction  where  it  wj»s  pnnounced." 

Fellow-teachers,  the  question  as  to  whether  Dr.  Saugster  shoidd  V>e  our  representative  or  not, 
becomes  insiguiticant,  when  we  consider  the  lamentable  jjosition  in  which  he  has  placed  himself  ; 
a  man  who  stood  at  the  head  of  our  profession  in  the  country,  and  who  had  attained  to  that  posi- 
tion by  the  most  praiseworthy  exercise  of  energy,  industry,  and  a  fairly  vigonjus  and  acute  intel- 
lect. Would  it  not  have  been  ten  thousand  times i>etter  had  he  sacrificed  his  own  inclinations,  and 
determined  to  devute  the  remainder  of  his  life  to  the  noble  work  of  training  his  children  aud  pro- 
moting their  happiness — duties  the  more  incumbent  on  him,  seeing,  as  he  represents,  th.at  their 
own  DKither  had  left  them  i  He  jdeads  as  his  excuse  for  the  Cf>urse  of  action  he  took,  that  the 
young  latly's  character  would  have  suffered  h:id  ho  not  married  her.  Why  did  he  ever  by  such 
improfHsr  conduct  as  ho  was  guilty  of,  allow  it  to  suffer  ?  Why  did  he,  a  man  of  mature  age,  act 
towards  that  young  latly  of  twenty  .as  an  accepted  lover  even  before  his  wife  left  him,  if  he 
h.id  such  regard  for  her  ch.aracter  as  he  now  professes  to  have  had  !  Of  coiirse  her  character 
woiild  have  sutlered — to  his  shame  be  it  saiil.  But  does  it  not  suffer  much  more  now  ?  We  know 
how  liable  the  tongue  of  scandal  is  to  w.ag,  and  that  the  slightest  f.aniiliarity,  inconsistent  with 
his  rolatiim  as  Head  M.ister  towanls  her,  would  give  occasion 'for  invidiotis  remark.  Had  he 
acted  with  a  ile|>ortment  becoming  his  position,  the  rumours  that  at  last  rendered  the  air  cf 
Tonmto  murky,  would  never  have  spread. 

Had  he,  setting  aside  the  f.ict  that  his  first  and  must  imperative  duty  WM  to  his  children, 
obtained  an  English  tlivorce,  the  result  would  have  been  far  less  dis.istn>us  ;  for  he  would 
then  have  been  a  legally  married  m.an,  and  ho  would  have  had  the  satisf.-wtion  of  knowing  that 
the  jieace  and  union  of  a  whole  family,  now  shattered,  would  have  l>een  preserved ;  for  both  her 
parents  would  have  become  reconciled  to  a  legal  Kiiglish  divorce,  tliough  they  were  stnmgly 
opjMised  to  the  match  at  all,  as  unseemly  between  a  middle-aged  man  and  a  girl  cf  twenty- 
two,  and  as  objectionable  on  other  obvious  grounds. 

■'  WAYS  THAT  AKE  DARK,  AND  TRICKS  TH.\T  ARE  VAIN." 

Let  US  now  examine  Dr.  Sangster's  pamphlet  to  find  what  he  says  of  his  divorc*  and  second 
marriage  ; — 

"  l>f  the  legality  of  this  second  marriage  according  to  the  laws  of  the  Unit«d  States,  where 
it  w.-ui  soleuinized,  there  can  be  no  ipiestion  whatever.'  — p.  7. 

"  Wo  have  seen  that  Itr.  Stin'i>Ur'$  divorew  was  legal  in  the  United  States." — p.  7. 

"  Before  I  marrie<l  my  second  wife  in  Michigan,  1  oblaine«l  an  opini<in  from  the  mi>»l  emi- 
nent lawyer  in  Detroit,  to  the  ellect  that  my  divorco  though  issued  in  Illinois,  was  bjr  decisions 
of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  Statt-s  absolutvlr  valid  in  every  State  in  the  Union,  and 
that  therefore  my  marriage  in  Detn)it  would  b«  a  perfectly  legal  and  binding  act.  1  have  re- 
cently submitted  this  divorce,  and  the  wholo  series  of  documents  to  the  U>m.  John  Hilljrard 
Camun>n,  asking  him  for  a  short  non-technical  opinion  which  teachers  could  understand,  of  the 
validity  of  my  divorce,  and  the  legality  of  my  second  marriage,  both  in  the  United  Slate*  and 
here  in  Canaila  ;   the  following  is  Mr.  Camerim's  opinion  . —

"  According  to  the  law,  in  the  State  of  Illinois,  and  the  principles  generally  acted  on  io  the

was  dissolveil  by  the  sentence  of  divorce  jirononnced  in  July,  lh70,  and  the  sul.se«iuent  mar- 
riage of  Dr.  San^ster  in  the  State  of  Michigan,  vsu  therefore  a  valid  marruu;e,  and  undoid.tedly 
recognizable  in  the  United  Stales.  And  tlie  decree  of  divorce  of  July.  IfeTO,  being  rei^ilar  ac- 
cording to  the  law  of  Illinob,  and  the  second  marriage  being  valid  in  the  United  States,  it  is 
also  valid  in  Canada.

"  I  can  readily  understand  how  a  man might  be  willing  to  save  thein  (his  children) 

from  her  (his  wife's)  polluting  presence  by  a  separation,  obtaine<l  on  grounds  even  less  strong 
than  adulter}'." — p.  14. 

"We  have  seen  that  she  fMrs.  Sangster)  has  been  divorced,  a  rino'/o  ipntrimonii." — p.  15. 
•"Circumstances,   into  which  I  do  not  wish  to  enter,   unless  forced  to  do  hj,  came  to  my 
knowledge,  which  led  me  to  see  that  the  existing  state  of  thin<^   a»>lil  «<.*  fee  pTmillr'l  t»  con- 
tinue,  and  we  were,  in  pursuance  of  steps  then  taken,  divorced  by  legal  proceM  in  the  Slate  of 
Illinois." — p.  10. 

"  That  I  did  sub»e(iuently  marry  on  my  divorce,  Ac." — p.  21. 

"  I  some  days  ago  sent  my  divorce  to  the  United  Stales,  in  order  to  obtain  a  certificate 
from  the  Secretary  of  State  as  to  its  genuineness  and  validity,  and  alsr>  opinions  from  the  m«i.st 
eminent  legal  men  of  the  country,  of  the  perfect  legality  of  Uith  my  divorce  and  marriage.'" — 
p.  32  note. 

The  whole  tenor  of  these  extracts  gives  the  indubit.nble  impression  thjit  Dr.  Stnujtirr  obtained 
the  divorce,  and  we  have  not  yet  met  a  person  who  would  put  anj-  other  construction  ui^.n  theui. 
Now  mark  what  followi*.     In  conse<iuence  of  discussions  in  the  public  preiu,  Mr.  Uilly&rd 
Cameron  wTote  the  fallowing  letter  to  the  Gloht : —

"  Sir, — On  my  return  to  Toronto  to-ilay,  my  atteulimi  ha*  l*en  calle<l  to  an  articlw  in  th<-  OhJi'  of 
the  8th  inst,  on  iJr.

"  My  opiaion  was  never  either  asked  or  piven  on  such  a  cxv,  but  it  w!»»  asked  for  and  given  on  a 
decree  of  divorce  obtainetl  on  the  j^titiun  of  his  first  wife,  against  Dr.  S.-vai:>ter,  on  a  statement  of 
facts  submitted  therewith,  and  as  only  part  of  it  is  set  out  in  the  Gl-h-'t  .\rtide,  it  doe?  not  show 
my  views  on  the  case  really  sent  to  me,  auJ  bears  no  application  wh.ateTrr,  iw  stated,  to  a  diropce  <>1»- 
tainetl  by  Dr.  S.\ngst«r.

It  will  be  observed  that,  Mr.  Cameron  denies  ever  having  been  anked  to  giv»  an  opinion  on 
a  divorce  obtaine<l  by  I>r.  Sangster.  What  then  becomes  of  Pr.  Sargiter"*  own  statements, 
and  thojw  of  his  friend  "Hastings."  incorporated  in  his  pamphlet  7  U  the  e<|uiTi«*tion  they 
displ.-ty  a  mere  coincidence,  or  di>es  it  imply  collusion  on  their  i.art  t"  deceive  teachers  and  the 
public  ?  J>r.  Sangster,  in  a  very  lame  letter,  addressed  to  the  A/ni'.if  J'lly  14th,  says  .  "  I  have 
nowhere  in  my  pamphlet,  either  said  <>r  im/Ji^  that  the  divorce  of  .luly,  If'Tl*.  was  sought  for  by 
mo,  or  that  I  ever  sought  for  a  divorce  in  the  State  of  Illinois  at  all."  Wc  »hall  not  insult  the 
intelligence  r,f  our  fellow-teachers  by  discussing  this  i>.i»«'rtion,  we  feel  i|Uit*  safe  in  leaving  the 
question  of  its  veracity  to  all  who  have  rea«l  the  alxtve  extracts,  or  have  read  his  puiiphlet. 

It  will  be  further  observed,  that  Mr.  Cameron  savs  his  opinion  in-w  .^Ve.!  for  and  given  on  a 
decree  of  divorce  ol.t.ained  ox  riir  rrriTiox  ok  his  ^IR^«T  wirr  v<;Ai>>r  Dii.  Sixobter,  on  a  state- 
ment of  f.-ictssiibnutteil  therewith.  Now,  throu^'hoiit  the  pamphlet  l)r  S.^nl:^ter^ep^>»enU  him- 
self as  a  grievously  wrongeil  husband,  as  one  who  was  .•\ltf)v'ether  the  inno-eiit  victim  of  the  gnws 
wicko<lne»s  of  an  altaiidonml  wife.  Not  one  woni  di-es  he  u.se  to  imply  that  he  o>mmitU>»l  any 
indiscretion,  much  less  any  fault.  Yet  now  we  find  that  his  wife  i>etitione.l  .ixainst  hiin  for  a 
divorce,  g<>t  it,  and  it  is  upon  that  divorce  that  she  nurriol  again,  and  that  he  sub»e»|uentJy 
•cto<).  The  ipiestion  thai  now  arises  is,  u|>im  wh.at  ground  ilid  she  obtain  a  divoro"  I  t>n  pag* 
20  of  his  pamphlet,  he  says  :  "  In  Engl.Mid,  with  twenty  millions  of  people,  s<'me  three  hnndrMl 
(divorces)  are  granted  every  year,  yet  <mly  on  the  griund  of  a>liiltery,  '■/»>»•  »'Ai<-A  i7Tin<n<(  iiL<ytt 
I  think  <iimrrrt  r»i<iht  f<i  iuti*  "  \\  .vs  it,  then,  in  acoorxlance  with  this  oj.inion,  on  the  ground  of 
his  .ailullery  she  obtaininl  her  divorce  I  Not  so,  for  in  his  lett.-r  to  (he  M<iU  of  the  14th  inst., 
ho  avers  that  the  charge  of  ailultory  w.xs  never  prpfernxl  ai^aiiist  him  by  .%ny  one  but  the  e«lit->r 
of  the  '.7../1*  We  conclude,  ther^•f^^e,  th.it  despite  hi«  opinion,  he  .v  t.-»l  ii[>on  a  divorce  Krant«>d 
for  s<mie  other  cau.v<  than  .•ulultvry.  What  was  that  other  caiiiM.  I  It  cannot  have'bevn  cnielty, 
for  he  represents  himself  as  a  most  forbearing  and  e^eiiipl.iry  hu»K.\nd.  It  cannot  have  b«'n 
desertion,  for  if  we  accept  his  statement,  the  desertion  was  on   his  wife's  part,  (see  pp.  16  .-ujJ 
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19  o(  paniphlol).  //«  cannot  be  accused  of  desertion,  for  we  are  told  on  page  7  tliat  tha  lirei 
previous  to  her  second  marriage,  in  the  enjoyment  of  a  com{)etency  (,'eneron^!y  sev-uprti  to  her 
by  a  divorced  and  lUrply  iorot'</-"I  husband.  We  had  hoped  that  thu  Dr.  would  not  alluv*  us  to 
groi»e  so  long  in  the  dark  in  this  manner,  but  would  promptly  expl.iin  matters  notwitlutandiiig 
the  awkward  position  that  Mr.  Cameron's  letter  placed  him  in  ;  his  letter  in  the  Mail  of  the 
14th  inst.  d<.>es  not  help  us  in  the  least,  on  the  contrary,  it  merely  throws  dust  in  our  tvcs.  In 
one  part  of  it  he  says  :  "  3Iy  friends  all  knew  from  the  outset,  that  I  inlend'jd  to  go,  i;i  the 
first  place,  on  the  divorce  obtained  by  my  former  wife."  IJut  why  did  lie  not  make  sU  hi« 
"  fellow  teachers  "  hix  friends,  and  take  them  into  his  c .>nfidence  ?  Why  ithoiild  any  br  klijhtwd  t 
For  our  own  part,  we  would  rather  not  be  included  amon'^t  the  number  of  his  present  "  fntuds" 
to  be  made  partners  to  the  e<^uivocation  both  he  and  "  llastingi "  practised  in  thu  matter. 

Let  us  now  discuss  Mr.  Cameron's  6nal  statement,  "  at  oiUv  part  of  it  (the  opimon,^  i»  set 
out  in  the  Gluht's  article,  i(  d'fi  not  ihoio  my  rUvi  on  tKt  eiue  rtaUy  tenl  to  »/k.  "  The  pan  of  it 
referred  to  is  that  already  quoted  and  found  on  pa.{e  12  of  the  pamphlet  Then  dj*«  Mr. 
Cameron  mean  to  iusinuate  that  his  opinion  was  tampered  with,  to  suit  the  purpose  of  Or.  Gang- 
ster ?  We  can  place  no  other  construction  upon  his  words,  and  his  client's  explanaiioa  in  lae 
letter  so  often  referred  to  shows  tliat  we  are  ri^lit.  "  I  asked,"  he  Kiys,  "  for  a  Jiurt,  n^n^teK- 
nical  opinion  which  teachers  could  not  misunderstand.  When  I  received  the  opinion  from  Jlr. 
Cameron's  office,  1  found  it  longer  and  more  abstruse  than  I  thought  de.iir&ble,  and  I  raiuly 
endeavoured  to  see  Mr.  Cameron  to  have  it  condensed.  On  my  third  call  to  see  him,  I  was  told 
he  would  not  return  to  t<jwn  for  Some  days,  and  as  my  pamphlet  hail  been  deUye<l  longer  than 
I  wished,  I  Ventured  to  leave  out  what  I  regarded  as  mere  extnueous  matter,  and  Ut  give  in  his 
o»  n  words  what  I  and  my  JriemU  (his  friends  again  in  his  conddeuce  !)  rvgurded  as  the  substance 
of  Mr.  Cameron's  opinion." 

Dr.  Sangster  reminds  us  vividly  of  a  fly  caught  on  on*  of  those  fly-papers  so  useful  now  it 
struggles  hard  to  gel  free,  but  in  the  effort  to  get  one  leg  free,  another  leg  iuid  a  wing  become  en- 
tangled. If,  instead  of  giving  this  explanation,  he  had  publiihe<l  the  orii^inal  document,  he 
would  have  shown  a  disposition  to  deal  fairly  with  those  he  wishes  Ui  n<present.  He  did  Dot 
hesitate  t<i  regale  us  with  a  long  and  not  very  lucid  legal  opinion  of  Mr.  Carter's,  but  when  it 
is  the  opinion  of  one  who  is  almost  venerated  throughout  the  land  as  a  l.kwyer,  and  an  upright 
man,  it  must  needs  be  garbled  to  suit  our  dull  intellects.  We  tuny  be  sure  thai  Mr. 
Cameron  would  not  put  in  one  unnecessary  word  to  cloud  the  clearness  of  his  statement, 
and  we  have  no  doubt  it  was  as  ur>u-techuical  as  he  could  mAe  it.  Perhaps  Mr.  ('amer.>n's 
next  statement  throws  some  light  upon  his  client's  suipicious  proceeding.  He  says,  the  opinion 
he  did  insert  "does  not  show  my  views  on  the  case  really  sent  to  me."  Then  Mr.  Cameron's 
words  are  arranged  to  liear  a  meaning  he  never  intended,  so  that  his  le^al  opinion  is  still  in  Dr. 
Sangster's  imssessioii,  and  we  have  had  something  put  before  us  not  his  at  all.  We  arv  vividly 
reminded  of  Lor<l  Uact>n's  words  :  — "  These  winding  and  citjoked  cuursrs  .are  the  g^migs  of  the 
serpent,  which  goelh  basely  upon  the  belly,  and  not  tipon  the  feet."  And  what  shall  t«  said  of 
the  ■'  friends"  who  cti-ojierate  with  him  in  ihisdeceplniii  ? 

Kellow-teschers,  is  not  Dr.  Sangtter's  coiidMci  in  connection  with  this  divorce,  a  suiScient 
justitjcalion  for  preparing  this  [laiiiphlet  for  y  ir  \-  i  \  .  il  W.-  uotild  have  been  recreant  to  our 
duty  had  we  remained  silent.      Il  is  needful  i     .  franchise  should  know  of  such 

strange  proceedings  on  the  part  of  one  who  i*  •. 

It  is  t<>  bo  regretted  that  Dr   S.angiler  dii  '    .ueron's  opinion  at  first  ;  it  is 

to  be  regretted  that  he  d'»es  not  publish  it  now  aud  iii  iuU,  l»  s^ve  his  name  from  the  bitter  as- 
persions th.il  are  ctst  upon  it.  After  all,  what  is  a  seat  in  the  Council  nf  I'ublic  Instruction  to  the 
lair  fame  of  him  who  aspires  to  it  ;  it  is  b<it  as  dr^m  t-i  the  refined  metal.  Even  should  Dr.  Sang- 
ster's ambition  l>e  gTatifie<l,  he  needs  not  lay  the  tlsttenn^  unction  to  his  »<>ul,  that  in  rntrnn^ 
the  Council  chamber,  he  wdl  leave  the  burden  n(  his  m  »<iee<is  behind  him  :  Nu  !  it  »iU  suck  tw 
him  there,  and  hamper  him  in  every  step  he  takes.

1  have  been  over  fifteen  years  in  ray  present  reUtion  to  inv  step-daii;<hlers,  and  when  I 
awumed  this  responsibility,  they  were  respectively  a»v..it  the  ages'  ..f  seven  and  nine  years 

In  1861-2,  Dr.  Sangst^r  was  Trustee  of  Yorkviile  .'^chr-.l,  and  while  filling  that  oSbce 
always  expressed  the  highest  opinion  of  my  professional  abihties,  as  well  as  ,iium  rtaani /.r  mt 
ptTtonally  ;  and  that  on  several  occasions,  before  a  crowde<l  audiencr  in  the  Town  HalL 

In  July,  18«;8,  he  became  an  occasional  \Tiitor  at  our  house  ;  the  family  at  meM  timn 
alu-ayt  beiig  jnwnt ;  and  several  of  the  visits  referred  to  wore  of  a  ptt.feasional  charact«r  and 
as  the  whole  fanuly,  six  in  aU,  had  been  trained  in  the  f.  N.  School— four  of  these  nnder  his 
own  care,  this  did  not  appear  extraordinary. 

During  a  continued  frien.lship  of  ticu  yeart,  he  often  remarked,  "  What  a  Measing  th'we 
children  possess  in  having  such  a  mother  ":  and  he  himself  told  me  that  •'  my  step-d.-ui^htera 
always  spoke  of  me  even  more  affectionately  than  of  their  father."  1  have  aU<j  heanl  hini  say 
that  "  errry  oti«  Aii^ir  that  I  was  thf  Mtlrativn  of  the  family." 

We  had,  at  ifreral  <im«,  received  intimations  of  Dr.  SanKsteHs  attentions  to  the  ynung  lady 
under  his  charge,  and  amongst  others,  an  anon\-uioiu  note,  li>  the  same  effect  ;  which  were  all 
rejected  by  us,  as  idle  gossip,  or  mahcioin  slander  ;  however,  as  similar  reportl  still  c«iilinii«l 
to  circulate,  it  became  my  imperative  duty  U)  speak  to  him  on  the  matter  ;  when  he  declar«l, 
"  he  had  never  looked  that  way,"  and  emphaiically  asked,  "  How  could  you  think  any  such 
thing  respecting  me  ? " 

He  did  not  speak  to  me,  nor  did  he  call  at  my  house  for  three  months  after.  SiiU  Mu-rntf 
in  his  integrity  and  innocence,  I  wrote  an  apology  ;  to  which  I  received  his  r*ply  couched  in  the 
most  friendly  terms,  in  which  he  asks  "  How  ctmld  you  imagine  that  I  would  be  giiilty  of  ■iralins 
the  affections  of  any  member  of  your  family,  while  going  out  and  into  your  house  as  a  brotherT*

This  unhappy  state  continue*!  for  two  months,  and  I  then  informed  my  hmbanil  that,  aha 
must  either  take  board  in  the  city,  or  I  should  lie  obliged  to  take  mine  elsewhere,  until  ah* 
should  leave.  This  she  overheard,  and  next  day,  on  Ith  of  March,  ItSTl,  rrmovnl  to  Toronto 
to  board  with  another  young  l.-uly.  She  was  then  in  her  22nd  year,  and  had  a  salary  of  (CUt  a* 
teacher  in  the  Mcdel  School. 

I  have  been  accused  by  Dr.  Sangster,  of  driving  the  family  frnm  their  home,  bat  so  far 
from  this  being  the  case,  our  domestic  peace  AnW  nrrrr  brrn  hfokm,  nor  had  there  bev^n  any  mora 
kind,  dutiful  and  obedient  danghters,  until  circumstances,  t^icM  a*  th<ut  ahun  idl^tttM  (o,  in  con- 
nection •'ith  Dr.  Sangster,  transpired.

It  ne*«ls  caus«  no  nirprise 
that  ^evances  ahoiiM  sprinK  from  a  h<ji\y  so  constituted.  Iltr^ilations  wt-ra  UsiieU  for  thn 
government  of  schools,  which  it  was  impoisihlo  to  carry  out  ;  pn.f^raiU[nej  were  fraiiie<l  »o  imprac- 
ticable, that  they  hatl  to  be  either  cast  aside  or  'Tir»tly  modi&ed,  the  schools  were  Uelu^eU  with 
text-b<xiks,  luany  of  which  were  entirely  unliitwl  for  the  work  they  \mrv  inteuilt^  to  ateut  us  in 
doing.  The  Council,  in  fact,  showe'l  a  masterly  knowl«l-,'e  of  "  how  nut  to  Ho  it."  But  it  was 
remiss  in  other  important  matters.  One  of  its  nmst  s<jlemu  duties  ls  to  insist  thut  the  stnct«st 
morality  shall  pervade  everj"  [i.u't  of  our  school  system.  The  public  who  have  vital  iniervst  in 
this  matter,  have  a  ri^ht  tu  expect  from  the  highest  14)  the  lowest  of  those  employed  in  trainini( 
the  youth  of  the  cuuntry,  the  ut  uost  rectitude  of  conduct.  It  is  to  be  r'-^Tetted  that  the  Council 
during  a  few  pitst  yeais  bhuuld  have  been  so  lax  in  this  respect,  and  sboidd  have  allowed  the 
success  of  the  Nonnal  School  to  throw  inU)  the  shade  the  misdeeds  oi  its  liea/i  ^lastor. 
The  rumours  of  Dr.  bangster's  improper  behaviuur  towards  ladies  under  his  tnunini;, 
were  so  prevalent  that  they  cannot  but  have  reached  the  ears  of  other  members  than 
the  Chief  Superuitendent.  It  may  be  s&id  they  were  mere  rumours,  but  when  they  were  ^iven 
credence  to  not  by  teachers  alone,  but  by  respectable  persons  of  other  i  lasses  of  the  cummuuity, 
It  was  a  signihcaut  iuilicatiou  that  something  was  wrrjng — where  there  is  much  smoke  tliere  is 
sure  to  be  a  little  fire.  In  one  particular  case,  we  know,  that  documentary  evidence  of  such 
improper  behaviour  was  given  to  the  Chief  i>uperint«ndent  ;  but  the  only  notice  that  seems  to 
have  been  taken  of  it  was,  the  adiuinistnktion  of  a  rebuke  from  this  not  very  etfecUve  <|uarter,  and 
in  this  perfunctory  manner  they  tried  to  cleanse  our  most  important  Public  Scho<jl  Institution, 
from  moMleXcre.tcence  that  was  spreading  over  it  like  a  fungus.  Notwithstauding  the  rrbuke  and 
promise  of  amendment  that  it  brought  forth.  Dr.  Sangster  went  on  as  uas  lus  wunt,  and  we  sup- 
pose would  been  been  allowed  to  do  so  tdl  this  day,  had  he  not — to  his  crvdit  and  to  the  shame  of 
the  Council  bo  it  spoken — paid  sufhcient  regard  t-)  public  opixxiou  t<>  resign. 

Fellow-teachers,  happily  the  days  of  an  irresponsible  Council  of  I'ublic  lustniction  are 
ended.  Qwin^  to  our  appeals,  through  the  Untario  Teachers'  Association,  to  public  opinion, 
and  to  the  Parliament,  our  Legislature  in  its  wisdom  has  granted  us  the  right  to  have  a  r«- 
presentative  of  our  own  in  that  Council,  and  it  remaiiis  i<>r  us  to  %how  the  public  and  the 
Lc-gLslature  that  we  cau  thoroughly  appreciate  it,  by  sending  a  proper  man  to  rvprrsent  us. 
We  have  now  the  opp<.irtunity  of  showing  to  the  comiiry  that  whatever  lias  b««n  wrong  about 
the  homi  of  our  Punlic  School  system,  the  heart  is  ail  right  By  sending  Mr.  Smith  ti>  repre- 
sent us,  our  action  will  be  a  protest,  we  trust  a  final  one,  against  the  slightest  laxity  boing 
allowed  to  prevail  in  the  deliberations  of  that  body,  or  amongst  its  executive  ofiicvrs. 

MISREPRESENTATION  OK  THE  OPI^'IONS  OF  PROFESSOR  GOLDWIN  SMITH. 

Profess<ir  Goldwin  Smith  has  been  accused  of  Atheism.  We  might  l»e  cimtent  with  r^j.lring 
that  the  most  elo<iueiit  of  U\-ing  English  Divines,  Rev.  Canon  Liddon,  has. quoted  Mr.  Srmtb's 
writings  with  approbation  in  his  sermons  ;  but  we  will  use  Mr.  Smith's  own  words,  fn.m  Ids 
"  Lectures  on  the  Study  of  Hist4iry,"  to  upset  this  absurd  clvat;ge.  We  quote  from  the  edition 
of  1(j7;1,  published  by  .\dam,  Stev«ns<in  &  Co.

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Professor  Smith  has  also  bu^n  accus«<l  of  ent«rtiiiiuDg  Mftlthasisn  doctricet  in  his  lectures. 
Now,  we  have  the  authority  of  Mr  Smith  for  saying  lie  does  not  beiiove  in  aiiy  such  doctrines, 
it  is  therefore  iuipo&sible  that  he  shutild  approve  of  them  ;  if  they  ar«  referred  to  at  all  it  can 
only  be  incidentally,  as  he  would  refer  to  any  other  historical  fact. 

illN'OR  M.\TTERS. 

Dr.  Sangster's  friends  re-echo  his  cry,  and  say  we  desire  to  crush  him.  This  is  a  new  sub- 
terfuge to  direct  attention  from  the  real  issue,  and  bears  absurdity  on  the  faco  of  it.  Our  at- 
tention has  been  enxaged  too  much  on  the  principles  involved  in  thu  contest  to  think  of  the  man 
himself  apart  from  these.  It  is  not  Dr.  Sautter  we  want  to  crush,  but  we  want  to  stamp  out 
the  depraved  moral  tone  that  he  fostered  by  his  example,  and  that  he  wants  us  to  exprvss  our 
approval  of,  by  electing  him,  however  disastrous  it  must  be  to  our  own  characters.  Had  he 
been  content  with  the  enjoyments  of  his  home,  we  would  have  been  the  last  to  mar  the  sanctity  of 
the  domestic  hearth  by  any  word  of  reprobation  or  animadversion  ;  but  when  he  tnes  to  foist 
himself  upou  us  as  he  has  tried  to  do  during  the  past  year,  it  behoves  us  to  speak  out  a^^nst  him 
with  no  uncertain  sound. 

We  are  twitted  wiih  the  fact  that  he  is  still  allowed  to  retain  his  cerdficmte  as  Public  School 
teacher,  which  we  do  not  try  to  deprive  him  of.  Our  reply  t<»  this  is,  that  he  has  not  y<rt  at- 
tempted to  teach  up<in  that  certiticAte,  that  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Council  to  attend  to  such  a  mat- 
ter as  that,  and  this  body  is,  until  the  elections  are  over,  in  a  moribund  onditinr;. 

A  numberof  gentlemen,  at  the  late  meeting  of  Delegat4»»,  declared  that  they  had  not  yet 
seen  or  heard  anything  that  could  convince  them  that  I>r.  Sanjtster  was  anything  but  a  moral 
man.  We  fear  the  •'  trail  of  the  serpent  Is  over  them  all."  Their  notion  of  morality  must  be  a 
strange  one,  and  it  would  l>e  interestin;;  to  have  a  dehnition  of  it.  Let  us  take  that  phase  of  tl>e 
subject  that  includes  duty  to  one's  neighbour,  and  see  how  grievously  their  "  fellow-t^»cher,"  has 
faile<l.  Was  he  doing  as  he  would  be  done  by,  when  he  associated  with  a  young  lady  to  such 
an  extent  as  to  excite  his  wife's  jealousy,  would  he  like  a  chUd  of  his  to  b«  so  dealt  with  by  a 
married  man  I  Was  he  doing  his  duty  towards  his  neighbour,  when  he  garbled  ^!r.  Camen>n's 
opinion  to  deceive  us,  or  when  he  seciinvl  an  American  divorce,  or  when  he  abused  in  the  meat 
rancorous  manner  two  defenceless  buhes,  or  when  he  stated  in  his  pamphlet  that  ha  had  not 
■poken  to  inspectors  or  teachers  of  his  private  wrongs  for  the  last  two  yean,  a  statement  noton- 
ously  untrue,  as  many  throughout  the  country  can  testify. 

CONCLUSION. 

Fellow-teachers  of  the  Public  and  Separate  Scht^^ls  of  Ontario,  we  have  thiu  eodeavriurMl 
to  place  the  merits  of  the  two  candidate*  plainly  before  yon,  in  order  that  you  may  •lercise 
your  francliise  intelligently,  and  with  a  view  to  the  best  interests  of  th*  iinp<:>rtant  work  in 
which  we  are  all  engaged.  Wo  are  now  for  the  hrst  time  privileged  with  a  reognuwd  Mlahu  in 
the  laud,  and  we  owe  it  not  only  to  ourselves  but  to  that  noble  system  ot  |>r>pular  education, 
which  is  so  firmly  rooted  in  the  affections  of  our  people  to  exercise  that  privilege  wisely  and 
welL  It  is  our  bounden  duty  so  to  vote  at  the  coming  election,  that  our  choice  of  a  reprrsent- 
ative  may  streni^hen,  rather  than  impair,  that  high  estimate  of  our  profession  which  has  in  no 
small  degree  promptoil  the  Legislature  to  concede  to  lu  the  right  of  having  a  voice  at  the  Coas- 
cil  lioard. 

We  are  now  on  our  trial,  the  lady-t«achers  especially.  Shall  it  ai  length  be  disoorervd  that 
we  do  not  as  a  class  (Kwsess  deep  reverence  and  jealousy  for  all  that  is  pore  and  upright,  and 
honourable  1  On  the  cc-ntrary,  let  us  prove  that  our  hearts  b«iat  in  unison  with  the  heart  of  On- 
tario in  loyalty  to  th*  divine  and  ennobling  pnnciplei  of  Christian  morality,  and  that  we  will 
not  tolerate  a  systematic  violation  of  that  code  which  is  at  onoe  the  glory  and  the  happtncas  of 
our  land. 

Fellow-teachers,  if  you  give  your  votes  purely  on  the  merits  ot  th*  candidate*,  and  do  oot  allow 
yourselvM  to  be  influenced  by  personal  considerations,  we  feel  satisfied  that  Fmfessor  Ooldwin 
Smith  will  be  your  choice.  In  him  yon  have  a  man  who  has  been  s>.tuat«d  by  great  smgUnes* 
of  purp<tse  and  a  hii{h  sense  of  duty  in  every  public  position  h*  has  yet  ocmpietl ;  a  man  who, 
during  th*  short  time  h*  has  been  amongit  us,  has  shown  more  int«rfist  in  os  and  m  our  work, 
by  his  lecture  at  one  of  our  annual  conventions,  and  by  his  addrae*  at  another,  than  the  other  oaa- 
didat*  displayed  during  th*  whol*  of  his  Normal  School  carver  ;  a  man  who  has  been  d*«ID«4 
worthy  of  occupying  the  |>o*itjon  of  President  of  our  Central  As*onslioo,  which  is  oo<B{ia**d  at 
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ll:^'h-School  tenchers,  Iiuipectors,  nnd  Public  School  teachers.  Es|>ecuiUy  we  deiiro  to 
impress  upon  you  tliat  he  is  a  man  free  frriin  any  trammels  that  woulJ  cl'<g  his  actinn  as  our 
rupresentative  ;  a  man  of  comiiianrling  intellect,  of  great  force  of  character,  and,  above  all,  of 
spotle.HJi  name. 

P'ellovr-teachers,  we  li;ive  a  golJc-n  op|K>rtunily  of  enhancing  the  respect  due  to  our  pro- 
fessiou  by  casting  our  votes,  v>  as  to  show  our  appreciation  of  the  best  ftsatunst  of  humau  cha- 
racter, and  our  contempt  for  those  that  are  mean,  despicable,  and  imnioraL 

Let  us  act  then  as  men  and  women  shoiild  act,  whose  task  it  is  tu  direct  the  mui^  and 
fiirm  the  characters  of  the  youth  of  this  I'rovince.  Let  us  vindicate  the  dignity  of  womauh<^-d, 
woefully  degnided  by  the  opposing  candidate.
